CHICAGO. Aug. 2S.— • Prospects of 


a bitter fK'ht with the 400.000 mam- 
tenanco of way men throwing their 
strength with the striking shopmen, 
loomed today when the United States 
railroad labor board opened its hear- 
ings for n wage increase asked by 
the way men. 


President K. F. Grable. head ot the 


way men, startled the members of the 
labor board and representatives 
ot 


the 105 roads by submitting the fol- 
lowing as the demands of the way 
men. 


"A new wage scale with a minimum 


of -IS cents an hour, and 'the sky as 
the limit, above that." " 


Recognition by the board of tho 


doctrine of "the living wage" to be 
drawn and placed in an amendment 
to the contract. 


The prevailing scale, which became 


effective .luly 1, under a labor board 
decision, ranges from 23 to «5 cents 
un hour, the lowest rates being paid 
laborers along the Mexican 
border. 


The maintenance of way employes 
and railroad shop laborers number 
400,000 members in their brotherhood 
and their refusal to go out on strike 
at the time ot the shopmen was re- 
garded as the chief blow against the 
immediate success of the shopmen's 
strike. 


They took a strike vote but agreed 


to leave their case to the railroad 
labor board for a decision. The out- 
come. of the case will, according- to 
railroad men. settle once and for all, 
the authority of the board to adjudi-
